Congressman Hitt on Soldiers. 


(I .r distinguiebed congresbman, li. 
JP Hitt, at a reunioD of the Seventy- 
Fourth at Hockford on Tuc'sday wae re­ 
ceived with enthubia-tic applause: and 
arnimg.other things he eaio we copy 
the folfowinfrom the iiegieter: 
• It is not my place to speak here, 
for this is soldiers’ night, comrades’ 
night," said Mr. Hitt, after the ap­ 
plause had subsided. 
"I wanted to 
soe you, Bome of you wanted to see me. 
There are some here who did much for 
us when this country was threatened, 
but they are now too weak to look after 
their own interests and their rights, 
and ! was elected to look after the in­ 
terests of all the people,the old soldiers 
included. Those feet falter tonight 
which did not falter at Missionary 
Ridge. I want to correct an impres­ 
sion, a wrong one, which seems to exist 
in the minds of many. 
Some have 
.spoken of the harsh spirit of the gov­ 
ernment at Washington as to their 
claims. The bureau of pensions is one 
of the largest branches of the govern­ 
ment, with over 1,.500 
employes, most 
of them your comrades and in sym­ 
pathy with you. 
Harsh words have 
been said about the commissioner, but 
they come from the small attorneys in 
Washington, the parasites who live on 
the soldier, who pose as his friend and 
are getting rich while thev are doing 
it, growing wealthy shaving your pen­ 
sions.
